Whe clash of Church and State is no 
Movelty in Malta, where the famous 
Hospitallers of St. John of Jerusalem 
waged many a bloody battle as pioneers of 
the Christian faith. It is an irony of fate 
that the daring of their courage and 
loyalty should be nowadays so completely 
forgotten. I » nO mean purpose may 
be served if the present dispute brings 
home to the outer world the heritage of 
religious, as well as civil, tradition which 
this little outpost of Empire can boast. 

The Hospitallers were an ancient order 
who set their hearts on the Christianisa- 
tion of the Holy Land. Their leaders 
were wealthy Neapolitan merchants, who, 
atter the first crusade in 1042, built a 
hospital at Jerusalem for sick pilgrims, 
and a church, which they dedicated to St. 
John. The buildings were committed to 
the trust of certain influential members 
of the order, who were “ knighted’’ on 
the occasion, and thereafter were stvled 
Hospitallers of St. John of Jerusalem. 
Gradually the Hospitallers develo into 
a military order, and when, in 1310, they 
captured the island of Rhodes, they 
changed their title to Knights of Rhodes. 
In 1522, however, they were expelled by 
the Turks, and upon taking up their 
residence subsequently in Malta they 
again changed their title to Knights of 
Malta, The Maltese Cross remains as a 
familar relic of the period. of splendour 
that now attended their fortunes, and, 
although to-day outside of Malta, the 
order maintains a _ precarious and 
diminishing existence, mainly on the 
Continent, titles are still conferred, and 
the Knights take precedence. next after 
the Irish Peers, 


EARLIER OCCUPATIONS. 


Arriving in Malta, they found a bare, 
oval island, seventeen miles long and 


. eight miles broad, inhabited by a popula- 


tion of Mediterranean Jongheads, These 
claimed, as they still claim, to be 
descended from the Pheenicians, who 
certainly colonised the island some ten 
centuries before the Christian era. The 
Greeks drove out these Phoenician. settlers 
in 700 B.C., called the island Melita, 
and developed a considerable trade, but 
éniy to be themselves driven out by the 
Carthaginians two centuries later. During 
the first Punic war some Roman 


. plunderers paid the island a visit, appa- 


rently with disappointing results, and it 
was not until 216 B.C. that it became 
part of the Roman Empire. 

During the fifth century, after the 
division of the Roman world, Malta was 
held successively by the Vandals and the 
Goths, the Greeks and the Arabs, from 
the last of whom it was taken by Count 
Roger of Sicily. To that island it was 
joined until 1530, when the Emperor 
Charles V., into whose hands it had 
fallen, gave it, toecther with the 
neighbouring islands of Gozo and Tripoli, 
to the MHospitallers “in perpetual 
sovereignty,’’ This was subject to the 
annual tribute of a falcon in acknowledy- 
ment of the suzerainty of Spain and to a 
reversion in favour of the Empcror’s 
successor if the Knights should ever quit 
the territory thus generously assigned to 
them, : 


THE KNIGHTS’ ARRIVAL. 


The native Maltese were at first in- 
clined to be hostile, but the Grand Master 
of the Order, on entering the ancient 
capital of Notabile, took an oath on 
behalf of himself and his successors to 
preserve the rights and privileges of the 
inhabitants. Thus began a harmonious 
relationship which was later to be 
cemented by common interests in the 
great siege. In this historic engagement 
the Turks were, of course, the aggressors, 
but it was really the threatened encroach- 
ments of Mohammedanism that brought 
the Knights and Maltese together in 
arms, 

The Knights had settled on tha pro 
montory below the Grand Harbour, living 
apart from the natives. They derived 
ample resources from estates of the Order 
in other countries, besides the wealth 
which they quickly accumulated by war 
and privateering; and this they devoted 
to enhancing the beauty and fertility of 
the island and to building the high walls 
which are still a prominent feature in 
Malta, and are designed to protect crops 
from the fierce winds. In the midst of 
these peaceful arts they were suddenly dis- 
turbed by an Arab attack on Gozo, which, 
coming after an abortive attempt on 
Malta itself, led the Knights and Maltese 
to realise that enemy eyes were being 
turned toward them. 


A SPLENDID RESISTANCE. 


Tn 1565 their worst fears were confirmed. 
Mohammedan forces, mainly Turks, to the 
number of some 35,000, were hurled 
against the islanders, whose fighting 
strength did not exceed 9,000. Fired by a 
determination to maintain their Christian 
faith and freedom, the Knights and 
Maltese fought desperately for death or 
victory, neither asking nor giving quarter. 
The siege lasted for four months, during 
which the famous Knight La Valette 
pitted his defensive strategy against the 
cunning and fiery resolution of the 
veteran Mustapha, appointed by the 
Sultan to command the invading hordes 
In the end Mustapha was driven to his 
ships, leaving about 15,000 casualties as 
the sole harvest of his exploit. There 
were many subsequent encounters with 
this enemy and that, but the siege had 
finally checked the advance of Moham- 
medan power in Southern and Western 
Kurope, and the ensuing engagements are 
without historical significance. 

The Hospitallers continued in : 
session of Malta until 1798, when they 
surrendered to the French the impressive 
fortxesses that they had laboriously built, 
and of which the main features still exist. 

he Maltese, however, disliked their new 
masters, who treated them as little more 
than serfs, and within a few months they 
rose in rebellion. Neapolitan and 
British forces went to their aid, and the 
French were forced to capitulate to 
General Pigot, commander of the British

Phantom Islands. 


Apropos of Mr. T. FF. Higgins’s 
reference to phantom islands, a friend 
reminds me that Giraldus CGambrensis 
referred in the twelfth century to an Irish 
island which he said was actually known 
by this name. His account of its origin 
is curious. On a calm day, he says, 
in full view of the astonished onlookers, 
a mass of earth rose out of the sea at a 
spot where land had never been seen 
before. Some thought it a whale, but 
others saw that it remained motionless. 
To make sure, a number of picked young 
men rowed out to it in a boat; When 
they got so near that they were expecting 
to touch bottom, the island vanished com- 
pletely, Yet next day it appeared again, 
and played the young men the same trick. 
“Finally,” says Giraldus, “ on the third 
day, by the advice of one of the older 
men, on drawing nigh, they let fly at it 
an arrow with some ignited substance 
attached, in consequence of which, on 
landing, they found it stationary and 
habitable.’’ The story gives Giraldus an 
opportunity of enlarging on the virtue of 
firé as an enemy of any kind of appari- 
tion. “' For fire,” he adds, “ both by its 
position (in the sky) and by its nature, is 
the noblest of the elements, a witness, as 
it were, of the hidden mysteries of 
heaven.”

Dwellers in Mud. 


I see that the mud banks in the Grand 
Canal Dock have this year again provided 
a home for nesting swans. Two pairs 
of birds have. built their nests there this 
spring, but it is a mystery to me how they 
manage to find sufficient food in such an 
uninviting quarter. -A swan has, of 
course, an advantage over other water- 
fowl, because its long neck enables it to 
forage in deep water, where a dack would 
be, so to speak, out of its depth. How- 
ever, when they cygnets appear they wilil 
have their work cut out to make a living 
unless the employés in the bakery near by 
feed them on scraps of bread, as they did 
last year. . These swans wil! probably 
become the pets of all the children of the 
neighbourhood, and, although the birds 
are dirty and bedraggled, they will 
provide much. pleasure for a district that 
sees little enough of nature, People who 
live in decent surroundings have no ‘idea 
of the amount of interest taken by slum 
children in such a simple thing as a 
bird’s nest. : 


Slovenly Housekeepers. 


A swan’s nest is an untidy affair. 
When the breeding season arrives, the 
male bird selects a suitable spot for the 
nest, and then proceeds to make a mound 
by scraping the mud into a volcano-like 
heap. A swan will often succeed in pre- 
paring a foundation for the nest on a 
mud-bank that is entirely covered with 
water. When the mound has been con- 
adlidated by much tramping, the two 
swans get together a collection of rushes, 
pieces of stick, and sods of grass. Little 
attempt is made to line the nest, although 
the swans sometimes pull feathers off their 
own bodies to make a soft spot for the 
eggs. The female lays from three to 
seven eggs, each of which weighs about 
half a pound, and is slightly larger than 
a Jaffa orange. The birds take it in 
turns to sit on the eggs, the male doing 
more of this work than the female. Woe 
betide anyone who tries to disturb 4 
sitting swan! At breeding time they 
are extremely vicious, and will attack any 
living thing that comes within a short 
distance of the nest. A naturalist friend 
of mine told me that he once saw & pair 
of swans attack a cow that had wandered 


near the nest.

Since the establishment of the com 
mittee for the publication of works of 
general literature and school text books 
in Irish a few years ago a great deal has 
been done in the matter of filling the gap 
for the Irish-speaking public in the 
country. Not alone have many text books 
(including translations of Cmsar and 
Euripides) and original stories by Irish 
authors been published, but also many 
translations of English authors of note. 
Among these are ‘* Kidnapped,’’ “Three 
Men in a Boat,” “The War of the 
Worlds,” “John Splendid,”’. “Ben 
Hur,” “At the Villa Rose’? and 
** Dracula.”’ It seems, however, that 
many Anglo-Irish authors have not 
been considered for translation. Certainly 
the merits of these writers 
be overlooked, without even taking 
into account the ideal style of their 
work for purposes of translation. Plans 
are also on foot at present for the 
issuing of a paper for children after the 
style of Comic Cuts. The experiment is 
an interesting one, and the reception it 
meets will provide a means of gauging 
the hold which Irish has taken. on the 
children of the country. since the inaugura- 
tion of the ‘‘compulsory [Irish ”’ 
campaign.

This 333 is the highest score in a 
county match since 1905, anc, had the 
Indian batsman added another nine runs, 
he would have beaten the previous best, 
since then. The existing “ record ” for 
the highest individual score in a county 
match stands to the credit of the great 
Lancashire batsman, A. C. MacLaren. 
who scored 424 for Lancashire against 
Somerset in 1895. Next in order are 
the scores made by Robert Abel, for 
Surrey against Somerset in 1899, of 357

by his skill, 


Ghe Potter's Art. 


Josiah Wedgwood started his career at 
the tender age of ten, when he was set 
to learn the potter’s art, and he soon 
cistinguished himself by his extraordinary 
skill and keen appreciation of beauty. 
He laid the foundations of is fortune 
by pomeating Queen Charlotte with a 
breakfast set of cream-coloured ‘‘Queen’s 
Ware”? in 1762, and subsequently 
received an order from Catherine II. of 
Russia for an immense service of nearly 
a thousand pieces, which took him eight 
years to complete. His invention of 
black basalt ware created a sensation in 
his own day, while pieces of his exquisite

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President, in her address, said that 
it was with deep ret that she found her- 
self presiding ins of Lady Arnott. Lady 
Arnott was one of the truest and most 
generous of the many good and kind friends 
of the Guild, Her fine, stimulating address 
on Conference day had always given them 
much help and encouragement, and on this 
occasion would be greatly missed.

THE NEW REPORT, 

Members would be glad to know that a 
new report of the Guild’s work had just been 
brought out, which had been very ably edited 
by Miss Eva Reid, and they owed her very 
warm thanks for all the trouble that she had 
taken in connection with it. (Applause.) 
The publishing of the new report, which was 
prefaced by an enumeration of the objects of 
the Guild, might have recalled its aims to 
members. Among these aims they would find 
that of keeping past students in touch with 
the present life of the College, the benefit of 
which was twofold. It was a great source of 
strength to the College to know that it had 
behind it a reserve power of 1,150 old 
students—a ‘‘record’’ number, as the 
membership was larger than it had ever been 
before; and many “rene members valued the 
opportunity of being kept in contact with 
the College, which still held a warm place in 
their affections. The Guild also profited by 
the accession of present students to its ranks, 
as through them it gained fresh vigour and 
driving force. 

The Guild had always endeavoured to im- 
press on its members and on the present 
students a sense of their responsibilities to 
others. Dr. Bernard, whose name must 
always be mentioned with feelings of affection 
and respect, once said, when speaking in their 
Hall, that the College was the home of large 
ideals, and the Guild played no small part 
in helping to maintain these ideals. Through 
the Guild opportunities of social service were 
afforded to the present students who ware 
not old enough to become members of it. The 
Flower Guild was worked by them, and she 
would like to say how much they were 
obliged to the students. who last Monday 
Ad as such a splendid supply of large 
bunches of primroses—a bunch for every 
room in the tenement houses, and several 
over which were sent to the workhouse, in 
which some of their students were interested, 
The Christmas hampers for the Bursary 
ladies received much help from them, and 
by their contribution of a Present Students’ 
Bursary they gave substantial aid to a very 
important branch of the Guild work. 

THE YOUNGER GENERATION. 

The Guild constitution provided that there 
should always be an adequate representation 
of present students on its Committee, which 
ensured that their ideas did not become 
fossilised, that the int of view of the 
younger generation might not be overlooked. 
and that they should have a share in the 
direction of its affairs. The younger members 
of the Guild had sometimes been less forward 
in volunteering for active service in the 
Guild than they could desire. However, the 
past year had been cheering in this respect, 
as several young members had offered their 
services. to the Guild. . 

There was, alas! always a danger of being 
satisfied with looking on complacently while 
others did the work, feeling that somehow or 
other it would be done—which was probably 
the case—but they forgot the unspeakable 
difference it made to themselves if they 
missed the opportunity of service. The Lotus 
Isle was, no doubt, an attractive place, where 
many were inclined to tarry, and complaints 
were probably never more insistent than they 
were to-day regarding the quite dispropor- 
tionate amount of time and money devoted to 
pleasure and amusement, while, at the same 
time, social problems and distress had reached 
an acuter stage than had ever before been 
the es ge ‘

Mrs. C. Watson gave a summar i 
work She said that numerically Tae Guild 
was stronger than it had been since it was 
founded thirty-three years ago.

Old clothes were badly needed, and would be 
most gratefully received at both these places.

THE NEW LIBRARY. 


The members of the Cork Corporation 
have acceded to popular demand in with- 
drawing the proposal to utilise the 
reconstructed Free Library as a 
temporary City Hall to provide accommo- 
dation for a Couneil Chamber and 
municipal offices. From the severe 
criticisms to which the proposal was sub- 
jected among all sections of the com- 
munity, it was very apparent that 
Mr. J. O’Leary’s suggestion was un- 
popular. It may be quite true that the 
general public is put to some incon- 
venience through the inaccessibility of the 
resent temporary offices at Fitagerald 
Park : but far greater numbers are 
directly concerned with the facilities pro- 
vided at the free civic library. 

The building in which the work is 
carried on at present is becoming in- 
creasingly unsuitable for the purpose, and 


as the re-establishment of the library | 


proceeds—most of the valuable books that 
were destroyed in the burning of the 
former premises having been replaced— 
space becomes even more restricted. If 
this important branch of social work is 
to be continued successfully, the new 
library building must not be com- 
mandeéred for any other purpose, The 
premises have been specially designed for 
the purpose on the most. modern lines, 
and their completion has been un- 
accountably delayed for more than 
eighteen months, 

The provision of a spacious Council 
Chamber is not an urg 1t matter, and, 
if necessary, the Tuckey street premises, 
which now serve as a library, can, ón the 


completion of the transference to Grang 
Parade, be reconstructed. as temporary 
municipal chamber. While this buildin, 
is available it is unnecessary—as y,. 
suggested by one councillor—to purcha.,

THE NORTH INFIRMARY, 


In the annual report of the North Cor} 
Charitable Infirmary, the Committee oí 
Management claims credit for the fac: 
that the number of patients from the cit, 
who were treated free of charge duriny 
the past year greatly exceeded those whio 
were able to pay. Actually, however, 
considerably less than half the total 
number of intern patients—729 out oi 
1,821—received free treatment, 1!) 
number of- paying patients from the 
county being 570 out of 854; from th» 
city 311 out of 742, and from outsid 
County Cork 211 out of 225. In tip 
extern department a total of 29,525 
patients was treated, together with « 
further 2,274 accident ‘cases between 9 
p.m. and 8 a.m., all these patients being 
treated and dressings supplied free of 
charge. | 

The treatment of so large a number o 
intern and extern patients represents 
great amount of work well done, and the 
total expenditure of £9,615 10/2 is not 
unreasonable. It represents, in fact, a 
reduction of £786 on the figures for the 
previous year. 

In the circumstances, the committee and 
their officers are to be congratulated, As 
was stated by Mr, Braham, Sutton, the 
surplus on the working of the hospital! 
indicates great care in the management, 
and the reports on the administration of 
the various departments are calculated to 
give every satisfaction. 


MORE HOUSES, 


The members of Cork Corporation havo 
granted the application of the Cork Com- 
mercial Public Utility Society for a loan 
of between £8,000 and £10,000, being 75 
ver cent. of the estimated value of twenty 
ada which the company proposes to 
erect. This step is being taken under the 
Housing (Ireland) Act, 1919; and, in 
addition, the Council may make the Society 
a grant of £60 per house, while a similar

i amount may be contributed by the State. 


The Corporation also is empowered to 
grant building sites on lease, to construct 
roads, lay sewers and mains, and do all 
other work that may be necessary to help 
such building in its area, 

The object of the Society is to encourage 
people of small means to pool their 
resources to build a number of houses. 
‘*Tt is a very good thing for the country, ' 
said Mr. P. Monahan, the Citv Manager, 
“that a number of drapets’ assistants 
should combine and invest their savings 
in houses in the city, as there has been 
a conspicuous absence of enterprise in the 
building trade in Cork during the past 
few years."

SOME RESPONSIBILITIES OF 
EDUCATED PEOPLE, 


DR. LIVINGSTONE’'S HOPE. 

Dr. R. W. Livingstone, in his paper on 
‘* Some Responsibilities of Educated People,’’ 
said that it had been estimated that in Eng- 
land less than 20 per cent. of the population 
attended a secondary school, and the propor- 
tion attending secondary schools was likely 
to be smaller in Ireland, He thought, there- 
fore, that he was right in assuming that they 
belonged to the privileged percentage of the 
community who had opportunities denied to 
the 80 per cent. The moral that he drew 
from that was not the moral of the Pharisze, 
but the moral that they ought to pay for 
the opportunities that they had had, and 
which had been denied to other people, and 
that, as they had not paid in advance, this 
was a duty that they ought to discharge 
afterwards. 

Their sducation was a loan, on which they 
were bound to pay interest, and that was 
what he meant by talking about thé responsi- 
bilities of educated pee e. He thought that 
educated people might be expected to know 
what was ; to have a standard in life 
as a whole, in its many aspects. Education 
into which intellectual interests did not enter 
Was a very imperfect education, and left 
charact®r, apart from the intellect, very 
ifladequately trained. The peculiar work of 
the school was to train character through 
the intellect, and the school that failed to 
do that was not doing its proper work,

_ WR, DE VALERA’S RETURN. 

Mr. Lemass, in the course of his speech, 
referred to the fact that the Fianna Fail 
Party had not at its disposal the usual means 
of propagands. He was glad to announce. 
he said, that on May 26th Mr. de Valera 
would return from the United States, where 
he had succeeded in his great task of raising 
the balance of the capital required to float 
the new daily paper project. 

The capital now in hands was ample to 
begin publication, and there was no doubt 
that the paper was going to be established. 

Proceeding to deal with the issues in the 
by-election, Mr. Lemass said that they had 
to choose between two policies. It had been 
stated by speakers on behalf of the Govern- 
ment party that the last eight vears had been 
the most prosperous, progressive, and 
happy period that the people of the 
country had gone through. Ministers 
were constantly tellin them that the 
eountry had rounded the corner, but the 
people should judge their words, not by the 
eloquence with which they were uttered. but 
in the light of facts, as revealed by official 
publications, 

During the last eight years, he declared, 
these publications showed that the total area 
under grain creps had decreased by 162,000 
acres; the area under root crops had de- 
creased by 52,000 acres, The total area under 
tillage of all kinds had decreased by 213,000 
acres, and the total number of cattle in the 
Free State had fallen by 139,000. head. Durin 
these years 250,000 boys and girls ine 
to America, and the number of unemployed 
had never fallen below 50,000. The people 
would have to give a definite answer as to 
whether they wanted eight mure years of 
such prosperity. 

THE BRITISH MARKET. 

Dealing with agriculture, Mr. Lemass said 
that at present the British market was two 
and a half times as valuable as the home 
market to the Irish farmer, but the poten- 
tialities of the home market were infinitely 
greater. One man employed in Ireland 
bought fifteen times the quantity of Irish 
agricultural produce bought by one man 


vise a policy which would increase the 
number of employed persons at home they 
would be doing more to provide a valuable 
market for the Irish farmer than anything 
that could be done by commissioners in Eng- 
land or any other country. 

Fianna Fail, he continued, stood for 
reserving the home market for the Irish 
farmer, not by tariffs, but by the regulation 
of imports. They proposed to admit into the 
country just that quantity of foreign manu- 
factures which they needed to supplement 
the production of Irish farmers, and no more. 
The British market was a valuable market, 
but it was by no means certain, and he had 
yet to know that any of their Ambassadors 
in the various countries had succeeded in 
selling one box of Irish butter. The method 
by which prosperity could be restored to the 
agricultural community was by the protection 
of the home market for home products of all 
kinds, 

THE FINANCIAL SETTLEMENT, 
Criticising the Government's action in 
respect to the ultimate financial settlement, 
Mr. Lemass said that it was the greatest 
single blunder of their career. That docu- 
ment had never been submitted to the Dail, 


and it had no legal significance. Yet on 
foot of it they were paying out 
to Hpgland each year an amount equal 


to ofie-fourth of the total national revenue, 
Thésprincipal item in it was £3,000,000 for 
land annuities, which were not legally pay- 
able. If the British Government proved that 
they were legally and morally entitled to 
demand the money, Fianna Fail would not 
hold it from them, but until it was proved 
they were going to keep the money here, and 
use it to build up the country’s prosperity.

[ should like to pay a tribute to the 
memory ot fhe late he whose death 
was announced in the /rish Times of April 
24th. The Baroness, who died in her 88th 
vear, was the daughter of Baron Ottocar 
Prochazka, Field Marshal Lieutenant in the 
Austrian Army, and grand-daughter of the 
late Lady Stuart de Decies, of Dromana, Co. 
Waterford. Born in Prague, she left Bohemia 
at the age of five years, and was broughi up 
entirely in Ireland. 

In the late ‘60s the Baroness, with a few 
artistic and enierprising friends, eager to 
foster art in Ireland, organised yearly water: 
colour exhibitions (to which she herself con- 
tributed) in different counties of Southern 
Ireland. They sought out the best amateurs, 
and encouraged exhibitors to send from Eng- 
land, an uphill task, with the transport diffi. 
culties of those days, This pioneer work 
resulted in the foundation of the Water 
Colour Society of Ireland in 1870. Baroness 
Prochazka had long made her home with her 
kinsmen, Sir Charles Wheeler-Cuffe. Bart., 
and his successor, Sir Otway, of Leyrnih, 
Co. Kilkenny, where she found great scope 
for charitable works. For many years this. 
old lady, Joved by everyone around her, had 
risen at 5 a.m. in all weathers—in order to 
direct a coffce stall every fair-day ir Kil- 
kenny town. She knew that farmers, coming 
early to the fair, found only the publichouses 
open to refresh them, and she deiermined 
to provide an alternative. 

Her intelligence and keen interest in 
modern affairs were undimmed to the end. 
which was hastened by a pathetic incident. 
Hearing the music of the “ Blue Danube ”’ 
waltz, she had been overcome wit}, longing 
fo dance once more. She had tried a few 
steps, slipped, and succumbed to é... stroke 
that resulted.

A REPRESENTATIVE COLLECTION. 
The exhibition, which is to remain open 
for three weeks, is varied and widespread in 
character. Not only: are the Municipal 
Galleries of Dublin, Cork and Waterford re- 
presented by several works, but private 
collectors have lent individual paintings, 
drawings, bronzes and busts, which together 
form a collection that is truly representative 
of Trish life. 
There is also a section devoted to enamel- 
ling and metal-work, im which some very 
artistic pieces executed by the students of the 
Dublia Metropolitan School of Art will be 
shown. The lace exhibits include work from 
various convents, and should have a special 
appeal in Belgium, where the products of the 
lace-maker’s art are so highly valued. 
The catalogue for the exhibition is ex- 
tensive. It contains an extract from the 
twelfth century Irish text of a lyric apprecia- 
tion of the Book of Kells by Giraldus 
Cambrensis, which strikes an original and 
interesting note. There is also the foreword 
by Dr. Thomas Bodkin, a note on the arts 
and crafts section, by Mr. George Atkinson, 
R.H.A., A.R.C.A.. and a biographical notice 
of the deceased Irish artists whose works are 
included in the exhibition, by Mr: J. 
Crampton Walker, the honorary secretary. 
The volume is illustrated by 22 plates, and 
altogether forms a worthy record of what is 
really the first important manifestation of 
Trish art ever heid on the Continent, 
FRIENDSHIP OF THE TWO PEOPLES. 
In his opening speech, Mr. O’Brien ex- 
pressed the acknowledgments of his Com- 
mittee and Government for the hospitality 
which had been extended to the exhibition 
by the Belgian Government. He conveyed 
the apologies of the Irish Ministers who had 
been unable to attend the ceremony owing 
to the calls of office. He then spoke of the 
sympathy and admiration of the frish people 
for bionn and the Belgians, and dwelt on 
the friendly relations which have always 
existed between the two peoples.

THE BISHOP OF RAPHOE. 
Preaching after the First Gospel of the 
High Mass, the Most Rev. Dr. MacNeely, 
Bishop of Raphoe, took as his text: “My 
dove in the clefts of the rock and the hollow 
places of the wall; show me thy face, let 
thy voice sing in my mind, while thy voice 
is sweet and \hey face is coinely ” (from the 
Canticies) 

He said that they were assembled that 
day to pay a little tribute to Our Blessed 
Lady. ‘They often assembled on her feast 
days to honour her and to celebrate her 
mysteries, but that day was an occasion 
somewhat different. In some respects it was 
singular, They were there that day to 
celebrate the completion of an Irish Lourdes 
and its dedication in honour of Our Blessed 
Lady, They met to offer her the work of 
willing hands and of loyal hearts. They were 
assembled by favour of the Fathers of Mary 
Immaculate, who were bound to her by 
special ties, and who had placed the Irish 
people under a deep debt of obligation and 
gratitude for having built such a beautiful 
memorial—such a beautiful grotto, so mar- 
vellously true in every detail to the original. 
It could not fail to be inspirine, and to 
awaken in them the most tender feelings of 
piety and gratitude to the Blessed Lady. - 

When thev assembled that evening around 
the Grotto they would witness a spectacle 
not unlike the moving scene which took place 
at the Lourdes Grotto itself, and they would 
recall the story of the wonderful apparitions 
—a story that a world strongly sceptical and 
materialistic learned from the lips of the 
child Bernadette. Happy, indeed, should 
they feel if they were taken under Marys 
mantle. and if they received the protection 
and power of her intercession. He ventured 
to think that they would all remember that 
afternoon before the Grotto, and that with 
a new fervour they would recite the words 
of the Angelic Salutation, and their hearts 
would become filled with a strong desire to 
become in realitv, and in truth Mary's friends 
and Mary's children. 

It did not, however, require Lourdes or 
the wonders and glories of Lourdes, to teach 
the Irish people faith in the Blessed Virgin, 
because their faith in her was as old as 
their faith in her Divine Son. From the 
oldest times the Irish people were filled with 
the most devout sentiments, and most 
reverent afiection-for the Blessed Mother. 
He referred to the wonderful ‘old Litanies, 
dating so far back as the eighth century, full 
of beautiful expressions in regard to the 
Blessed Lady. There was also the well 
known Bobbio, Missal, with its lovely byma. 
Salve Sancta Parens, and went on to say 
that they read of Trish chieftains on the eve 
of battle committing themselves and their 
armies to Mary’s protection, This devotion 
to the Blessed Lady had come down to them, 
and had been the texture of their spiritual 
lives in their Irish Catholic homes. lt 
showed itself in the traditional salutation in 
common use in the household; it sanctified 
the mother, and elevated and chasiened the 
mind and heart of every Irish daughter, 
and taught both that the quiet performance 
of the duties of the home, however humble 
it might be, detracted in no way from the 
dignity of womanhood, Irish hearts neve 
forgot the lesson of the first little Christian 
home in Nazareth. 


CEREMONIES AT THE GROTTO. 


The unveiling ceremony took place in the 
afternoon, and long before that time the 
grounds had become uncomfortably crowded. 
Cordons of Catholic Boy Scouts, and 
stewards drawn from the local Confraternity, 
however, kept avenues of approach fairly 
clear. The proceedings commenced with a 
procession through the grounds, in which 
thousands of little girls took part. Dressed 
all in white, with wreaths and veils, and 
headed by prefects carrying banners, they 
made a preity sight, which not even the 
depressing weather could mar. With them 
also walked a great body of members of the 
various Confraternities of the City of 
Dublin, most of whom were wearing their 


habits. The great railed-in square in front 
of the shrine was reserved tor 
members of the Confraternities, and 
as the various groups took up their 


positions they were headed by the members 
of the Third Order of St. Francis, Church 
street, accompanied by the Rev. Father 
Aloysius, and their dark-brown habits struck 
a sombre note. Other contingents which 
caught the eye were the Confraternity of 
Ringsend Church, with their striking blue and 
white habits and capes, and a big muster of 
the Pioneers’ Total Abstinence Society, 
peoned by a tricolour of green, white and 
Olack. 


Then came the members of the 
Confraterit of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, Yashioste, with an advance 
guard of four men, bearing’ on their 


shoulders a huge candle, eight feet in length 
and of a ha so of over two hundred pounds 
—claimed to be the biggest candle ever used 
in Ireland. They advanced to the Grotto 
and placed the candle in position at the front 
of the altar. 

When the confraternities were marshalled 
in their places there was seen advancing the 
Archbishop of Dublin, clad in gold and white 
cope and mitre, and bearing his jewelled 
episcopal staff. Arrived at the Grotto, he 
recited the opening prayers, and a massed 
choir from the Boys Oblate School. Inchicore, 
and the Girls’ School, Goldenbridge, under 
Mr. E. Doyle, sang the Credo.

express our condemnation of such revolt- 
ing savagery, but, in our judgment of its

equanimity which they. lacked so sadly. 
The influence of local conditions cannot be 
ignored. 
and religious differences, but we are 
spared that last horror of human hate— 
the colour question. The colour question 
is known in many forms and in many 
parts of the world, but it seems to reach 
its acutest phase when those of European 
stock meet the African negro. 

South Africa and the United States of 
America are the supreme exemplars’ of 
this sorry condition of affairs, and there 
is httle doubt that the negro problem in 
America is serious, even if it is not 
dangerous. Indeed, the periodical re- 
crudescences of that fantastic, but very 
real, society, the Ku-Klux-Klan, are a 
proof of this fact. Even the memory of its 
cruelties in the ’sixties and the ‘seventies 
would have been enough to have frus- 
trated its resurrection after the Great 
War, if these faults had not been for- 
gotten in its basic purpose—the sup- 
pression of the negro. The “ Knights of 
the Invisible Empire’’ are quiescent to- 
day, but a few more incidents like that 
of Sherman might result in the election 
of another “ Imperial Wizard.’’ Even in 
its more peaceful aspects the negro popula- 
tion constitutes a menace, For instance, it 
is playing an important, if little noticed, 
part in the development of American 
culture. The negroes adopted European 
music, turned it-into jazz, and returned 
it, as an American product, to Europe. 
Jazz may or may not be harmless, but 
certainly it is not elevating. Moreover, 
the whites in the United States have 
accepted it as their own. Only a generation 
ago even Dvorak did not scorn to use the 
niotifs of the Slave Coast in a work to 
which-he gave the high-sounding title of 
the “ Symphony from the New World '— 
which it was not. 

The Americans, it seems, are not gravely 
troubled by the fact that the manifesta- 
tion of their musical culture, and, 
therefore, in some measure, the orientation 
of their spiritual development, have their 
roots on the west coast of Africa. 
On the other hand, they are acutely 
alive to the matter where the franchise 
is concerned. It is notorious that, 
even in those States where the blacks 
have a theoretical equality at the polling 
booths, their voting is controlled by the 
whites. Thus, while we must condemn the 
lamentable affair at Sherman, we must 
make some effort to understand its causes ; 
for in reality a whole civilisation is at 
stake. In the Union of South Africa the 
position is more acute, and some pessimists 


declare that the future of the country, in 


every sense of the word, is black. This 
lugubrious prophecy, however, is not likely 
to be fulfilled if the two political pzcrties 
of the Union can make common ground 
and can avoid the extravagances of Texas. 
Yet, if Europeans and those of European 
stock across the seas wish to preserve the 
civilisation that their fathers have built 
and have carried to the four corners of the 
earth, they must be prepared to recognise 
that where blacks and whites inhabit the 
same country no compromise is possible. 
A black community can be given the degree 
of autonomy for which it is fit. In a mixed 
community no civic equality is possible if 
the whites are to survive and if further 
occasions for hideous crimes, prompted, as 
at Sherman, by fear, are to be avoided, 


Chambers of Trade. 

The delegates to the National Chamber 
of Trade’s Conference have arrived in 
Belfast, and the business sessions of the 
conference will begin to-day, Ulstermen 
important 
function, which happily will coincide 
with Belfast’s: Empire Week, will focus 
the attention of Great Britain’s com- 
| mercial communities on their city, and 
will lead. to some improvement in the 
shaken fortunes of the Six Counties. In 
one respect, at least; good has been done. 
I: seems that many British manufacturers 
and agents still are under the impression 
that goods entering the Six Counties are 
liable to the.tariffs which prevail in the 
Free State. At a luncheon given to the 
Board of Management of the National 
Chamber last Saturday, Major J. T. 
Duffin protested against this misconcep- 
tion, which has done no little harm to 
Northern commerce. It is for the settle- 
ment of such misconceptions and for the 
co-ordination of commercial interests in 
general that the Chambers of Trade exist. 
Many topics of public interest will be 
discussed at Belfast. Among them will 
be the question of the _ restoration 
of the penny post, and general 
discussions on Mr. Snowden’s Budget, 
unemployment, shop assistants’ hours, 
the cost of education, and—a topic 
of great importance to the public of 
Northern Ireland, where the movement 
has been developed highly—the taxation 
of co-operative societies The value of 
these conferences is rather indirect than 
immediately practical, Particularly they 
ate important in that they afford a vent 
to the opinions and suggestions of business 
men speaking from a. commerical point 
of view that is unclouded by. political 
issues. Herein the Free State might draw 
a salutary moral from the deliberations 
of these delegates. While Belfast is try- 


| ing to pull. herself. from. a: commercial 


slough by the. legitimate methods of 
commerce, Free State politicians of the 
Opposition still are quibbling about 
econdmie dogmas. At present the Free 
State’s ¢ommercial conditions are improv- 
ing, but there is room for still greater 
improvement.

Yet, though 
the balance sheet of export and import 
trade with Britain—which absorbs 
virtually all of the Free State’s exported 
produce—is nicely even, England can 
absorb a far larger quantity of Irish 
produce and can pay for it in valuable 
kind. Wisely, Mr. Blythe in his new 
Budget gave ear to the silent, but con- 
vincing, arguments which the success of 
Mr. Hogan’s policy advanced, and 
refrained from the imposition of further 
tarifis against British produce, Real 
prosperity will come when the legislators 
of the Free State discover that it is better 
to encourage the export trade which she 
has already than to make feeble efforts to 
graft an industrial policy on an agricul- 
tural country,

Famine in China. 


Delivant reges, plectuntur Achivi. While 
the lists are set for a new war in North 
China, vast areas of that ill-fated land are 
scourged with famine, and death is taking 
a monstrous toll of men, women and 
children. Last year 2,000,000 persons died 
of famine in China, and it is likely that in 
the present year at least as many will 
perish from the same cause. To-day some 
50,000,000 Chinese are almost without 
food, as a result of military ruin, aggra- 
vated by consecutive seasons of drought. 
It is reported that the existing famine in 
the Hwang-ho provinces is ‘‘ the worst in 
history.” In a sense these conditions are 
an indictment not merely of Chinese, but 
of western, civilisation. While millions 
are starving in China, thousands of tons 
oi. wheat remain unsold in Canada because 
the. Argentine’s exceptional harvest has 
under-cut the price. If this Canadian 
wheat could be shipped to North China, 
Lancashire would benefit, since the dead 
are not customers for cotton goods. The 
money which China’s rival tuchuns exact 
from the people is spent on munitions of 
war, and thus there is a further restriction 
of purchasing powers for foodstuffs and 
clothes. We do not doubt that, a century 
hence, such conditions will be impossible 
in any part of the world. By that time 
the process of “ rationalisation ” will have 
been extended from private trade, through 
national trade, to international trade. 
Waste will have been eliminated because 
a surplus of production in one continent 
will correct scarcity in another; and an 
enlightened spirit of self-interest will 
make every country’s trade a contributor 
to every other country’s welfare. Further- 
more, an international conscience, already 
awakened by the League of Nations, will 
concentrate the world’s resources on the 
relief of large-scale affliction. Sooner or 
later, when the new China finds her feet, 
she will abolish war and drought, the two 
Great schemes of 
irrigation will do for her northern pro- 
vinces what they have done, under British 
rule, for India and Egypt. 


Fashion. 


The Queen’s patronage of cotton fabrics, 
in support of Lancashire’s industry, has 
recalled Pepys to a writer in The Times. 
On October 28th, 1665, Pepys wrote: “ The 
King and Court, they say, have now finally 
resolved to spend nothing upon clothes but 
what is of the growth of England; which, 
if observed, will be very pleasing to the 
people and very good for them.” The 
words, “ if observed,’”’ display the immortal 
gossiper’s native caution, which, alas! was 
justified. Charles II.’s decision to impose 
English clothes upon his extravagant and 
ornate Court has left no mark on history. 
It seems to have been honoured in the 
breach, and we cannot remember that, 
even as a nine days’ wonder, it inspired 
Rochester or Sedley with a jesting rhyme. 
Fashion has been always one of the most 
mysterious things in the world. Its dictates 
seem to emerg2 from no specific mind; yet 
they receive such rigid obedience as the 
Soviet Government cannot exact from its 
enslaved subjects. We do not doubt that, 
although she had no definite place in their 
mythology, the women of ancient Greece 
and of imperial Rome were unswerving 
worshippers at the shrine of Fashion. 
Throughout Christian history the Church’s 
thunders against extremes of fashion, even 
among the devoutest nations, have been 
so ineffective that we may suspect 4 
measure of truth in the French philosopher’s 
dictum. He said: “ Most women find in 
fashionable clothes a sense of well-being 
which even the consolations of religion 
do not bestow.”” Many monarchs have 
tried to mould the fashions, but only with 
temporary, if any, success. On this occa- 
sion, however, we may hope, for two 
reasons, that Queen Mary’s resolve will 
furnish the great exception. The fortunes 
of a national industry are at stake, and 
she is among the best beloved of queens,

A representative gathering met under the 
chairmanship of the Bishop of Killaloe (O.C.). 
The Warden (the Rev. C. B. Armstrong, 
M.A., B.D.) and Mr. Lionel Symes, honorary 
secretary of the Old Columban Society, 
travelled from Dublin for the occasion, and 
the Warden brought the “Grace Cup” of 
the College, in which the traditional toast, 
‘Floreat Columba et floreant Columbanenses, 
was honoured in the usual manner, passing 
from hand to hand round the hall. 

During the evening the “Carmen 
Columbanense,” ‘‘ Forty Years On” and 
‘Willow the King” were sung after the 
nsual style of ‘‘ break-up suppers’’ at the 


The toast of “ The King” having been 
duly honoured, the Rev. Canon Hayes pro- 
oosed “ The College” in a speech full of 
sn and reminiscences. Having claimed 
to be the senior Old Columban present, he 
described how he went to the College as a 
boy of ten. Though his own experiences had 
been happy, he strongly recommended the 
present excellent system of pete ck 
schools and the entry on public school life at 
the age of thirteen or fourteen.

A GERMAN SUBSIDY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—It appears ‘that Germany is de- 
termined to intensify her attack upon the 
agricultural economy of England primarily, 
and Ireland indirectly, by increasing the sub- 
sidy on exported oats. This is now stated to 
be about £4 10s. a ton. Good German oats 
can be bought in Cork to-day at £5 5s. a ton, 
and the exporter, who heretofore shipped 
quantities of Irish oats to England yearly, 
sees himself faced with the fact that he will 
rot be able to offer Irish farmers more than 
£3 15s., or at most £4, a ton for this season’s 
crop. It 1s astonishing to consider the supine- 
less of the English Government in the matter. 
They appear to be enslaved by a * pro- 
gramme, and so to be rendered incapable of 
repelling a most deadly attack upon agricul- 
tural industry. Surely the reasonable course 
would be to impose a duty upon these sub- 
sidised imports equal at least to the amount 
of the subsidy. 

While an inappreciable amount of German 
Oats comes into Ireland, the fictitious price 
af German oats in England effectively fixes 
our home prices, and demonstrates once again 
how wholly dependent we are upon English 
markets.— Yours, etc., L..

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LONDON LETTER. 


THE INDIAN SITUATION,

Important questions will be raised in 
the House of Commons to-morrow, when 
Mr. Wardlaw Milne, a Conservative, with 
Mr. P. Freeman, a Labour representative, 
will ask the Secretary for India when the 
report of the India Commission will be 
available. A point of interest in these 
questions is that they have been advanced 
a week ; for they were put down originally 
for answer on May 19th. It is supposed 
that this advance has been made at the 
request of the India Office, and if such is 
the case, we shall learn to-morrow when 
the report may be expected. It is known 
that the Commission has been engaged 
busily for weeks past in the preparation of 
a report which is certain to be “ epoch. 
marking.’”’ 
Another question of great interest 
for to-morrow is one by Mr. J. 
Kinley, Labour member for Bootle, who 
will ask the Home Secretary if he is aware 
that Scotland Yard officers recently visited 
the home of a journalist and questioned 
him severely with regard to the source of 
a published statement concerning the 
Government’s intentions towards Mr. 
Gandhi. This interrogation relates to an 
episode which has created a great flutter 
im newspaper circles. Some parliamentary 
journalists learnt that it was intended to 
arrest Mr. Gandhi. On the publication of 
the news detectives endeavoured to ascer- 
tain how the information had been 
obtained, and, after they had gone to the 
newspaper offices, visited one journalist at 
his home and interrogated him. The 
Lobby journalists held a meeting of pro- 
test, and various newspaper bodies intend 
to deal with the matter, if it is at al! 
possible. Much depends upon the answer 
given to-morrow. 


Unemployment 


Sir Oswald Mosley has been the subject 
of rumours lately in connection with the 
memorandum which, in common with Mr. 
Lansbury and Mr. Tom Johnston, he pre- 
pared regarding unemployment schemes. 
It is suggested that he has expressed his 
dissatisfaction that the memorandum 
apparently has been rejected, and is talk- 
ing of resignation from his post as 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. It 
is manifest that there is something in the 
rumour; for the Prime Minister and Mv. 
J. H. Thomas will meet the three others 
in conference during this week in order io 
discuss matters and to avert resignations. 
It is understood in parliamentary circles 
that the amount of money required to 
launch the great schemes embodied in the 


“Memorandum is so great that it has given 


a shock to the Government. More 
over, it would be futile to embark upon 
an expenditure of many millions in the 
providing of work of an unproductive 
nature which becomes mérely a measure 
of temporary relief. 


Free State Trade. 


The suggestion that the Irish Free 
State Government might be willing to 
give further preferences in trade with 
Great Britain has been noted with in- 
terest in political circles here. Ireland 
is one of this country’s best customers, 
and the balance is equalised by Great 
Britain’s Irish purchases; but it is re- 
marked that there could be an improve- 
ment in both conditions. England never 
can have too much of Ireland's agri- 
cultural produce, and it is certain that 
Ireland can manage with English money 
and manufactures. When I discussed 
this point with a member of Parliament 
yesterday, it was recalled that among the 
unemployed in this country there are 
many thousands of Irish people who 
receive exactly the same treatment as 
their English brothers. These people 
maintain most vigorously their Irish 
nationality—a fact which is likely to have 
no little weight when questions of pre- 
ference are under consideration. 


Another By-Election. 


Another by-election will take place be- 
fore long, since Captain Sidney Herbert 
has resigned his seat as member for the 
Scarborough and Whitby Division on 
account of ill health. The seat is re- 
carded as a fairly safe one for thie 
Conservatives ; for at the general election 
it was held by a majority of 5,166 over 
the Labour candidate. The Liberal 
candidate, however, polled 4,645 votes. 
In the circumstances, it is probable that 
the Liberals will not put forward a candi- 
date, and the contest may be a straight 
one between a Conservative and a Labour 
man. The Conservative gain at Fulham 
may incline one or two other members 
who are not in the best of health to seek 
retirement, since it was regarded as an 
indication that the political pendulum 
was beginning to swing. 


Irish Loyalists Relief. 


The Southern Irish Loyalists’ Relief 
Association still is carrying on its good 
work in the providing of assistance to 
Irish loyalists, who, unfortunately, con- 
tinue to need it; and the Duke of 
Northumberland and the Dowager 
Marchioness of Dufferin announce that 
the work of the clothing department will 
be carried on in future under the 
management of the Ladies’ Committee of 
the Association. Friends of the move- 
ment are reminded that the stock of 
clothing needs replenishment and that 
discarded garments of every description 
are welcomed. 


Limitation of Hours. 


The Government intends to appoint a 
Select Committee of the House of Commons 
to report upon proposals to limit the hours 
of work for shop assistants and to improve 
the conditions of their employment. The 
principal purpose for which the Committee 
will be appointed is to inquire: What 
would be the probable economic effects of 
a statutory forty-eight hours’ week, with 
a limited amount of overtime, upon the 
distributive trades as regards organisation 
of work, wages, employment and prices; 
by what methods it could be applied te 
various kinds of trade, and what arrange- 
ments would be feasible for enforcing it? 
This Government specialises in commis- 
sions and committees, and already has 
exceeded the usual allowance of such 
bodies greatly. 


“Broadcasting " and Cricket. 


The question of the “ broadcasting ’’ of 
the Test matches is under consideration, 
but if is regarded as unlikely that there 
will be any “ broadcast ” during the play. 
Unlike other games, cricket does not lend 
itself to “‘ broadcast ' treatment while play 
18 in progress, and it is probable that it 
will be decided to ‘‘ broadcast ' the account 
of an eye-witness every evening after the 
close of play. It has been suggested that 
the “broadcast” should be on the same 
lines as those adopted for football matches ; 
but. if only on account of the time oceu- 
pied, such a proposal is not thought to 
be practicable.

TEHERAN, Saturday. 

Extensive damage and severe casualties 
have been caused in Azerbaijan in the 
last few days by earthquakes, according 
to reliable reports. The shocks have been 
extremely severe in Salmas, which has 
been almost entirely destroyed, the new 
quarter of the town suffering ¢xtensively. 

It is reported that 2,000 persons have 
been killed in the district and 5,000 in- 
jured. Many tremors have been felt in 
Tabriz, and yesterday they culminated in 
a terrible earthquake, which lasted a 
minute and a half. 

Considerable damage was done. The 
panic-stricken population ran out of the 
town and took refuge on the low hills to 
the south, where they are now camping. 
The town is almost deserted.

QUESTION OF RECOGNITION. 

“Tt is true that the officials of the 
National Union of Railwaymen have 
been endeavouring to interfere in the 
arranegments between the Irish Omnibus 
Company and their men, but the directors 
of the company«could not, and will not, 
under any circumstances, recognise that 
the National Union of Railwaymen is an 
appropriate union, as the Irish Cmnibus 
Company is not a railway company, but 
a totally different and independent under- 
taking. Moreover, the application of 
railway conditions, in whole or part, to 
omnibus employés would render the work- 
ing of any omnibus company impossible 
and uneconomical, and traders and the 
public would be deprived ofyservices which 
are undoubtedly of the greatest service to 
the State. 


THE COMPANY HOPEFUL. 

‘It only remains to be said that the 
Irish Omnibus Company have already 
numerous applications from men competent 
to act as drivers and conductors, and the 
directors are satisfied that within a very 
short period the services will be re- 
arranged in such a way as to give the 
public the convenient services. they 
require. 

“It is obvious that the omnibus 
company and the general public would not 
in future be safe by the re-employment of 
any of the men who have been influenced 
to take part in what is called ‘a

The Government had raised the credit 
of the State high, and had taken all the 
necessary steps to keep it high, and that 
was of importance to everybody in the 
country.

If they had to pay a high rate of 
interest then it would be as if there was 
a rust on the wheels of the activities of 
the State, and they would be handicapped 
at every point. He thought that they had 
done all that they could do, and their 
credit stood now as high as the strongest 
and best-run countries of the world. 
Cansequently there was no scheme, such as 
the Shannon scheme. or any other 
economic scheme, put before them, and 
which was carried out in any other 
country, which they could not carry out 
in the Saorstat. | 


THE GOVERNMENT PARTY. 

Continuing, the Minister said that the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party was the only 
national party of the country at the pre- 
sent time.

THE FIANNA FAIL ASSUMPTION. 

The Fianna Fail attitude on; partition, 
the land annuities and the various con- 
stitutional issues was wholly based on the 
assumption that the country could. afford 
to ignore the British “point of view. “ In 
this many people were misled into agree- 
ing with them, because they failed +o read 
the significance of the situation that led 
up to the Treaty. -The Irish Volunteers 
were probably the most heroic band of 
Irish patriots that ever fought for the 
freedom of Ireland, because they tackled 
the British Empire with less resources and 
with greater odds against them than any 
previous band of patriots had. He was 
saying nothing derogatory to the few 
thousand men who had participated in the 


fight agaist the British when he ‘suid’ 


that in the Anglo-Irish struggle the 
British never employed war methods 
against them ; the trish people never had 
to face the sityation that would be pre- 
sented if a whole country was devastated 
and every house in the country barned. 

He was taking nothing from the great 
honour that was. due, and would always 
be due, to the Irish Volunteers when he 
said that the British were not defeated 
in the sense that many people in Ireland 
seemed to believe to-day. The freddam® of 
Ireland was secured because the insurrec- 
tion took place at an opportune moment. 
The great majority of the British people 
had been convinced by the old Irish Par- 
hamentary Party that Ireland should 
have at least some kind of self-govern- 
ment; the British were war-weary, and 
the British were very anxious to establish 
friendly relations with the United States 
of America. It was for these reasons that 
they secured their freedom at a price 
which was, from a national point of view, 
cheap. If a few thousand ill-armed: meh 
could defeat the might of the British 
Empire, they-would be foolish to stop at 
repudiating their land annuities; they 
should annex Wales or Scotland, and do 
the job properly. . The Government, who 
realised the true significance of their 
victory, recognised that they could not 
afford to tread on the pet corns of any of 
their more powerful neighbours; their 
policy was in war to jump on such corns, 
but in peace avoid them if von cap. 

GOVERNMENT INTERFERENCE. 

On the economic side, Fianna Fail con- 
stantiv advanced schemes for Government in- 
terference in the affairs of the people. The 
present Government recognised that Govern- 
ment interference was costly and likely te he 
less efficient than private enterprise. Their 
policy was peace at home and abroad, good 
order, stability and security, Government in- 
tervention where that was necessary or appro- 
priate, but mainly the development and 
encouragement of private enterprise. 

A factory, sike Ford's Cork factory, em- 
ploying about 7,000 men at good wages, 
made av immense difference to the economic 
welfare cf the district. Half a dozen new 
factories of that size would change our whole 
economic outlook, but they would not have 
them if they encouraged talk about battles 
of Clontarf. repudiating land annuities or 
any other just debts. here was, however, 
a certain amount of hope for Fianna Fail. 
They had learnel some sense through being 
heaten. They gave up attacking the State 
in arms when they were beaten in the civil 
war they came into the Dail when they

NATIVE CHURCHES AND 
REUNION, 

The Bishop of Derry, preaching in the 
Mariners’ Church, Kingstewn, at Morning

appeal in the meantime to acting Presi- 
dent of Congress to convene an All. 
India Journalists’ Conference to decide the 
future course of action. The representa- 
tives of ‘‘ advance”’ remained neutral. 
There was a sharp difference of opinion 
between supporters and opponents of the 
‘‘ liberty ” proposal. Some decidedly un- 
Parliamentary language was indulged in, 
and sticks were used to such effect that 
several Press-mén were injured. Attempts 
to restore peace proved abortive, and the 
resident, Mr, Ramananda Chatterjee, 
dissolved the meeting and left in disgust.

MR, BALDWIN’S IDEAS- OF 
4 UNIVERSITY. 


ry - . - bad - ’ . 
THE PREEMINENCE OF 
WISDOM, 

Mr. Baldwin, on Saturday Jast, was in- 
stalled as Chaneellor of the University of 
St. Andrew's. 

In an impressive address the new Chan- 
cellor discussed his idea of a university. 
Nprung from the leins of the medimval 
church, as were the colleges of our ancient 
universities, he said, their appeal to us in 
the twentieth century touches our hearts and 
our imagination in ways undreamt ef b 
their founders. uided by a profoun 
natural ingtinct, they regarded the university 
as an oasis in the desert of the work-a-day 
world, a retreat for scholarship and study, 
monastic alike in its retreat and in the 
coHegiate life. Hence the foundations re- 
mote from crowded cities, or forming of 
themselves a rus in urbe. Cambridge rose 
amongst the inhospitable fens, St. Andrew's 
on the rocky coast of Fife. Oxford among 
her meadows and sedgy streams, whose very 
names are music and make our hearts ache 
for the green England which Chaucer loved. 
Now, why should men desire a university 
education? I think the answer is clear, and 
it is in itself a tribute of the highest kind to 
our universities and to théir traditians, It is 
because the best knowledge is there, and it 
can be ours if we choose to work for it. 
Whatever standards may have been debaséd 
in our country, the university standards are 
as high as ever, and the only class distinc: 
tions which exist in the examination lists are 
those of quality. The universities are drawing 
the pupils by thew learning and their power 
of imparting it, and there is hardly a city 
in Great Britain that would not have its own 
university if it could. Nor is learning all. 
In the collegiate universities, those, I mean, 
where the students live together or are at 
all events conscious of a common life, there 
is the constant clash of personality, the inter- 
change of ideas, the questionings, the testin 
of opinion, the growth of knowledge o 
human nature, all these things that no books 
can give, and that can only be obtained by 
that free intercourse “which is most natural 
and most easy in the elastic formative years 
of underzraduate life. From his own studies, 
and from such intercourse as I have en- 
deavoured to describe, a man should find 
himself—and wvhat pilgrimages some vf us 
have to underg> before that essential know- 
ledge is revealed! He should learn to think. 
he should become capex; by that I mean 
he should know the tool needed for the job, 
where to look for it, and how to use it, 


“ GET WISDOM.” 


Yet, though I have laid- much stress, and 
rightly, on such words as learning and know- 
ledge, there is one which I value more highly, 
which, if not inborn, it should be your chief 
endeavour to acquire, and that is wisdom. 
And I would pause here merely to suggest 
one or two lines of thought to be pursued at 
your leisure, lest you fail to remember thut 
the acquisition of knowledge is not the whole 
duty of mam..-.. Can we not say that 
knowledge is relative in this respect, that. 
alleged facts tend te be displaced and dis- 
proved by the emergence of new facts, 
whereas wisdom, which is of the spirit, and 
is indeed itself the spirit in which knowledge 
is applied, is absolute? Knowledge is the 
acquisition of the Hows and Whys of Things, 
and therefore is apt to be unrelated :Wisdore 
in herself is continuity, As so often happens, 
vou have an eternal truth in an old saw: 
“ Knowledge comes, but Wisdom lingers.’ 

“You may have vast knowledge but little 
wisdom, as you may have much wisdom but 
little knowledge. Wisdom is hard to define, 
but you are always aware of it when you 
nnd it, and you instinctively stand hat in 
hand before. it. Knowledge and cleverness 
(Í am never very clear as to the meaning 
of that word) interest and amuse, but who 
does not know the thrill with which yeu 
chance from time to time on one er two 
lines, perhaps some hali-dezen words, by 
some singer three thousand years ago, how 
they strike back acrégs the ages with all the 
wisdom of mankind learned by sweat and 
blood when. Batth was young. ' 

“ Pray above alj things to be delivered 
from that surfeit. of mere hnewledge which 
in the conduct of affairs entrusted to us and 
in the ordering of our inner lives brings 
unfaith and confusion. Let. us correct the 
irreverence of mere knowledge by the innate 
decency of wisdom. 

‘* But before I was led away by that great 
word, wisdom,.I said that in my opinion 
one of the most valuable results of life in a 
university was that it enabled a man to find 
himself. There is one lifelong possession we 
ought to carry with us from a university, 
though I am not sure it is esteemed a virtue 
in these days—that is, a proper sense of 
perspective, with a- corresponding sense of 
values and the modesty appropriate thereto. 

‘‘In a university, as in the House of Com- 
mons, we find our level; each one is but a 
unit In a great company; we realise that the 
truths we know are but fragments of a great 
whole; we visualise the march of itll a. 
as the march of a great army. In beyhood 
the world seems so vast and time eterna! 
that it is only by degrees it is borne in on 
us that our own field is limited and that 
there will be a term to our usefulness. And 
it may be only later that we realise what 
need there is for the best that we can give, 
and how important jt is that we should see 
how and where we ean give it. So many 
men drift into their life work with ne careful 
examination of themselves and their own 
qualities and of their fitness for the environ- 
ment in which they find themselves. 


THE ESSENTIAL VIRTUE, 


Happy are those who have sufficient 
imagination to consecrate themselves in their 
youth to the work wherein their own powers 
and character will have the best chance of 
developing and proving of service to the 
world. ut most of us are ordinary men, 
and, after all, a nation lives by the quality 
of her ordinary men. What can we ordinary 
men do to prepare ourselves for our man- 
hood, What ean we learn in our university! 
tJ The essential virtue, if you are to 
make anything of your life, is diligence: 
it does not matter what word you choose if 
you understand what you mean by it. Con- 
centration, industry, hard ts are all 
synonymous, or, if you like to draw on the 
vocabulary of the street, ‘‘ plugging” or 
‘sticking it" will give you the essential] 
meaning with less elegance but more vigour, 

Diligence seems so commonplace that when 
we see a great accomplishment of learning, 
of discoveny, in statesmanship, in what you 
will, we are always inclined to attribute it 
lv genius, to good fortune, te anything and 
everything except thai very power of con- 
centration and continuous work which is its 
very foundation. And this belief is some- 
times fostered hy a human weakness not nn- 
known amongst those who have dazzled the 
ayes of their own contemporaries. There is 
a temptation to make men believe that your 
success is due less to that capacity for work 
which is to found in every position of life 
than to some innate superiority which has 
predestined you from the beginning to do, 
in a fit of absence of mind, as it were, what 
can only be accomplished by others, if, 
indeed, it can be accomplished at all, by the 
unceasing labour of a lifetime, 

There is one unfailing source to whieh we 
can go when we want truth, common sense, 
wisdom. Let me remind you of Dr. Johnson s 
answer to Boswell on the subject we are con- 
sideriug. They were speaking of literary 
composition, and Reseh ask him, very 
naturally, whether ene should. wait for the 
favourable moment, for the afflatus, before be- 
inning to write ‘* No, sir,” said Johnson, 
“ he should sit down doggedly.” And that 
is how all the work best worth doing has 
been, and will be, done. ‘There are no short 
outs 

And, indeed, to make a man stand on his 
own feet is the greatest gift whieh your 
profession can hestow. e true teacher 
teaches with authority, but in se far as he 
understands his work. the ultimate test of 
his teaching is that. the pupil, serine re- 
ceived it in the first place by faith, should 


assimiliate it by the test y of his
